Weather and Weather Signs. 


The weather and weather signs are topics of never-ending 


comment, in New England, which can probably crowd more 
kinds of weather into twenty-four hours than Any other part 
of the country. Dining the greater part of the time the people 
of New England are complaining thai it is too hot or too cold, 
too wet or too dry. 
H was doubtless this fact that led a 


rhymester years ago to pen the following lines: 


they often cry "Too wet! too wet!" 


And quite as oft they change their cry, 


Merely a few fair days we get 


And all exclaim "Too dry I too dry!" 


Every New Englander is familiar wilji the regulation com- 


plaints about the weather, which are forthcoming from year's 
end to year's end. 
But in reality the weather is not so bad 


much of the time as.it is pictured. 
There are times when 


complain! would be justified if it would do any good, but as 
ihe weather is not regulated by the City Council, the Slate 
Legislature or liy Congress, and as the Power that does govern 
it is not swayed or terrified by "majorities," storm and sun- 
shine,'heat and cold come and go unaffected by what is said 
about,them. 


But the habit of discussing,the weather is firmly fixed upon 


the people of New England and they enjoy it; that is, they 
ei joy the weather some of the time and the indulgence of the 
habit all Ihe time, What a dull life this would be if on ex- 
chstging the salutations of the day with a friend or neighbor 
wi wer- dtfiiied the privilege of telling him what kind of a day 
ic is a .' having our verdict confirmed. 


And ll-en there are the weather signs, to which many people 


gi /, - grc?: deal of consideration in spite o.f the fact that they 
have known all of them to fail miserably over and over again. 
'There is the wet moon and the dry moon, many reading the 
same moon in exactly opposite ways. There is the sign that 
the weather on the last Friday of the month is a reliable fore- 
cast of what it will be- for the next month, 
Rain on SI, 


Swithin's Day, July IS, is said to portend rain every day for 
forty days, and the same-is true of rain on the first dog day, 
July 25. The records show (hat the St. Swithin's Day sign is 
far from reliable, as during the last 48 years 21 rainy days was 
the largest number out of /lo following a rainy St. Swithin's 
Day, the average number being from 12 to 20, And the sign 
concerning the first dog day is no more reliable. 


There are many signs in addition to those mentioned, all of 


which provide innocent diversion and do no harm to any one. 
Few of us realize how much comfort we take in discussing the 
weather. 
It is a part of our dailyjjives, a part that frequently 


calls out eloquence devoid of elegance. 


And SD the weather and the talk go on, the latter having no 


effect on the former, though it must be admitted that the 
former does have a shaping influence on the latter. Twas 
ever thus, and there is nothing to indicate that it will not so 
conliirie to be, world without end.
